therof, And therfoꝛe Jdeteſte, what ſoeuer 
men haue ſet vp of their owne inuentids, to 
make articles of our faith therof,oz to binde 


mennes conſciences to their lawes and ſta⸗ 


tutes,Gencrally,I reiecte all thoſe maners 
and faſhions to ſerue God, which men haue 


bꝛought in, without the auct bo: itie of the 


woꝛde, as are al the Ceremonies ot the Pa⸗ 
piſtrie. And J abhozre all that tyzannous 
yoke, where with poꝛe ſoules haue been op⸗ 
pꝛeſled, as is the lawe of auricular confeſs 
pꝛohibition of mariage, and ſuche like. 

J tonkeſſe that the churche ought to be go⸗

I confeſſe that beſide p pꝛeaching becauſe 
ef our rudenes x infirmitie ) we haue necde 
of Sacramentes,as of Seales, which are to 
ratifie the pꝛomiſes of God in our hartes:
